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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The estimate of population as at 30th September shows that 
the increase during the quarter was 10,340, or at the rate of 23 per 
cent. per annum, the highest since 1891. 

Trade.—The imports during October were valued at £2,950,631, which 
is £27,158 less than the corresponding month of last year. For the 
ten months there was an increase of £3,789,161 as compared with 
last year. The direct oversea imports during the month amounted 
to £1,651,657, as compared with £1,494,281 in October, 1905. 
During the ten months there was a falling-off in gold, tea, and agri- 
cultural implements, while increases were shown in all the other 
articles, but chiefly in metals, machinery, iron and steel, apparel 
and soft-goods. 

‘The oversea exports for October amounted to £2,902,460, and for 
the ten months to £22,796,212. The total for the month shows a 
decrease of £365,342, and for the ten months an increase of 
£6,255,690, compared with the corresponding periods of last year. 
Of the increase during the ten months, £2,515,169 was in merchan- 
dise, and £3,739,521 in gold. The decrease during October was due 
to the decrease in wool, the export of which has been delayed owing 
to unfavourable weather. During the ten months there were increases 
in all the principal articles, especially gold, wool, skins, frozen meat, 
and metals. 

Banks of Issue.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 30th 
September show that at the end of the quarter the deposits exceeded 
the advances by £5,410,280, as compared with an excess of 
£3,438,763 for the corresponding period of 1905. During the 
quarter deposits decreased by £522,835, and advances increased by 
£1,109,786. Reserves of coin and bullion decreased by £594,474, 
chiefly owing to increased exports of gold. 

Railways.—The report on the Railways for the quarter ended 30th 
September shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of 
1905, the net earnings show an improvement of £39,544, notwith- 
standing that the wool traftic has been delayed owing to wet weather. 
The earnings increased by 1}d., and the expenditure decreased by 
3d., per train mile, as compared with the September quarter, 1905. 

Mineral Production.—The gold yield during October was 40,723 oz. 
erude, equal to 33,908 oz. fine, valued at £144,031. During the ten 
months of 1906 there has been an increase in the value of gold 
produced of £41,713, as compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Prices. —The general index number for October was the highest for the 
year. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,268, which 
showed a slight fall; for metals, 1,567, a large increase ; and for all 
articles, 1,296. During the month prices remained at about the 
same level, except the industrial metals, which increased still further. 


Meteorology.—Taking the month as a whole, the rainfall during October 
was very useful, and especially in the northern and central parts the 
falls were above the average.
